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On pages five, twelve and sixteen of this number are reproductions of architectural ornament awarded First 
Mention at the judgments held November 14, 1927, December 12, 1927, and February 6, 1928. The reports of 
these judgments will be found in the December, 1927, January and March, 1928, numbers, respectively. 


Designs for the summer problems of students who have not registered in the Department of Architecture for 
the current school year, 1927-1928, will not be judged on September 25th, unless the fee of $7.50 which cov- 
ers registration for the coming school year, 1928-1929, is paid prior to September 20, 1928. 


DEPARTMENT OF MURAL PAINTING 


By action of the Board of Trustees of the B. A. I. D., the Department of Mural Painting has been sepa- 
rated once more from the work heretofore classed as “Interior Decoration,” which logically belongs under the 
jurisdiction of the Department of Architecture. 


The Department of Mural Painting differs radically from the Departments of Architecture and Sculpture 
in that no instruction in Mural Painting is undertaken by the Institute itself, either through its own atelier, as 
in the case of the sculptors, or other ateliers supervised by its members. It, therefore, becomes necessary that the 
influence of the Department of Mural Painting shall be exercised upon the students of schools or-ateliers carried 
on under other auspices. This has made it impossible to deal authoritatively with the assignment of students to 
Class “A” or Class “B” and this matter has been left entirely to the authorities of the various participating 
schools. In view of this situation, it seems wise to eliminate the Class “A” and Class ““B” in this Department 
and to issue eight programs for the year’s work which shall, as far as possible, place a proper emphasis upon 
historic research, upon the design and composition of ornament and upon composition in the pictorial sense, thus 
enabling the student, with the advice of his instructors, to exercise a certain selection in the problems that he 
renders. It may be said here that the schools participating in this work should themselves establish a certain 
standard of attainment on the student’s part before the student is permitted to undertake the Beaux-Arts Insti- 
tute work, but, for the time being, it is not intended that the Institute shall in any way dictate in regard to this 


matter. 


It is proposed that, in order to become eligible for any prizes or other awards created under the auspices of 
the Institute, a student of this Department must render six out of the eight problems proposed during the year. 


It is further proposed that the announcement of the subjects of these eight programs, together with general 
information in regard to their rendering, shall be sent out not later than October Ist in order that the various 
schools participating may be enabled to coordinate their work more fully with the work of the Institute than 
has been possible in the past.

“A CONSOLIDATED TICKET OFFICE” 


Modern advertising ideas have caused a change in 
the policies of the transportation companies and, as an 
experiment, a series of small consolidated offices of the 
type outlined in this program are to be built through- 
out the country, in towns or cities where such adver- 
tising and service should bring results. In these offices 
tickets for all modes of transportation in this or other 
countries can be obtained. 

The offices should be made as attractive to the pub- 
lic as possible. The display of large maps, of the very 
attractive posters issued by many foreign countries and 
companies, of steamship models, etc., should be utilized 
to give character to the interior. The public space may 
be so arranged that small exhibitions of photographs or 
of objects from different parts of the world can be 
shown from time to time, or these may be placed in 
show windows to be seen from the street. 

The site is a rectangular plot 50 feet by 100 feet 
on a corner formed by the intersection of two equally 
important streets. he competitor is free to decide on 
the size of the building on this plot, and to choose the 
position of his entrance. It will be a one-story building 
and the requirements are: 

1. An ample public space in which, as mentioned 

above, small exhibitions may be held. 

2. Four desks for Travel Advisors who will give 

general information, map out itineraries, etc. 
. Ample railway ticket counters. 
. Ample steamship and airplane ticket counters. 
. A small banking cage with one wicket for for- 
eign exchange and one for cashier. 
6. Desks for four stenographers (one for each of 
the four departments) and space for a telephone 
switchboard.

The building may consist of one large room in 
which these different divisions are given floor space, 
separated only by low rails, or there may be a series of 
rooms. The units must be clearly indicated in plan.

CLASS “A & B” ARCHAEOLOGY VI PROJET 
“A MOSAIC PAVEMENT” 


In the late Romanesque and early Renaissance, 
from about the 12th to the 15th centuries, it was cus- 
tomary to decorate the floors of ecclesiastical buildings 
with elaborate pavements of colored marbles. These

- were usually made up of a series of geometrical forms 


so related and intertwined that the entire building thus 
decorated, however complex its plan, became a homo- 
geneous design. 

The term mosaic as applied to a pavement should 
not be confused with the type of mosaic used for wall 
decorations. Wall mosaics were often of minute pieces 
of marble worked into pictorial designs of figures and 
landscapes. Floor mosaics on the contrary were formed 
of larger pieces of marble and the designs were usually 
of a geometrical character without pictorial representa- 
tions. 

This problem comprises the floor of a baptistry, a 
building usually round or polygonal in form, the great- 
est inside dimension from wall to wall of which should 
not exceed forty feet. Inside these outer enclosing walls 
is an ambulatory separated from the central space by a 
series of piers or columns. The central space contains 
the baptismal font raised one or two steps above the 
general floor level. 

A small chapel may form an adjunct to the bap- 
tistry, and may be arranged in a niche or projection 
beyond the main walls. 

The entrance is by way of a door protected by a por- 
tico or vestibule. The floors of the vestibule and the 
chapel are to be a part of the design to be shown. 

It should be remembered that the font, not the 
chapel or altar, is the dominant note of the composition.
